This ha- b e ­ 
come trite—-0 trite t h a t we do not ap­ 
preciate its sig nificence. 
N e ith e r c iv­ 
ilized 
no r unciv ilized 
man can live 
without fo o d. 
H ence when po litical 
economists 
reduce th ing- down 
to first 
principles th e y m a k e a gric ulture th e 
basic industry upo n which all oth ers 
rest. 
All ot h e r classes a re d epe nd e nt 
upon the farmer. 
M anufacture, com ­ 
merce, art, cannot exist s e pa ra te fro m 
a gric ulture 
In th e d e velopm ent 
o f a 
nation a gr ic ultur e must always p r e ­ 
cede m a nufacture, com m erce and art. 
T h e progress of any people is alw ays 
a ccurately m ark ed by the d evelpm ent 
of th e ir a griculture. 
T h e prosperity 
of any people must be measured by the 
prosperity of its farmers. 
No nation 
can for a m om ent enjoy any real pros­ 
perity or for any length of tim e enjoy 
even a speciou» prosperity if its a gr i ­ 
culture languishes. 
T h e fa rm e r could 
subsist th rough his own etTorts. 
O t h e r 
men could not. 
Considering this d e ­ 
pendence of others upon th e farm er, is 
it not stra nge t h a t t h e f a r m e r ne ve r 
makes prices? 
W h e n you go to town 
you say to your m e r c h a nt, how m uc h 
for this shovel or pound of coffee or 
yard of muslin: but h e does not say to 
you, how m uch will you ta k e for your 
pork or oats. 
You say to him, how 
much a re you paying for pork or oat» v 
11 is never w h a t you a r e selling 
for, 
but what he is paying. 
T h e fa rm e r, 
who ough t to nam e th e 
price, never 
m akes it. 
It i- notorious t h a t by far t h e gr e a t ­ 
er pa r t of personal property escapes 
taxation altogether, th row ing a dispro­ 
portionate w eight of taxes on r e a l 
property: and it is also well known 
t h a t of real property, t h a t of th e cities 
is assessed lower th a n farm 
property. 
In Chicago real prope rty is assessed at 
from 5 to 2a per cent of its real value, 
while t h r ough out th e sta te of Illinois 
very little farm prope rty is assessed at 
less th a n 20 per cent of its ac tua l ca» h 
value. 
N o w we believe t h a t very few people 
r talizo the true significance of unjust 
taxation. 
W e believe t h a t if th e peo­ 
ple of this country realized 
w h a t a 
jn tnifestly unjust distribution of an in­ 
creasing burden of taxation portended, 
th ey would be much disquieted. 
An 
unjust distribution, putting m ore th a n 
th e i r s h a r e upon th e poorer classes, of 
an increasing tax burden, has been a l ­ 
ways tanong the first as well as t h e 
most effective m ovem ents in the im ­ 
poverishm ent and d e gra d a tion of a peo­ 
ple, leading to th e decadence and d i s ­ 
honor of a nation. 
W e need only to 
a » peal to history. 
Let th e r e a d e r con­ 
sult th e history of those people t h a t 
h ave been d e gra d e d from inte llige nc e 
and independence to ignorance and 
lo » s 
of liberties and of m anhood, of th ose 
nations t h a t have fallen from h igh es­ 
tate, and he will 
find 
t h a t in 
every 
ease the most potent cause was an i n ­ 
creasing burden of taxation, 
not for 
th e rich, 
but for t h e poor classes. 
Greece, 
Rome, Spain, I ta l y—th e li» t 
m ay be lengthened to include e ve ry 
people t h a t h ave lost in gr e a t e r or less 
m easure t h e i r personal liberties, t h e i r 
intelligence and th e ir spirit of i n d e ­ 
pendence, 
and 
have been brought, 
with t h e exception of the very few 
am ong th e population, to poverty and 
a low plane of living. 
T h e y h ave been 
oppressed and ground 
down and dis­ 
h e a rte ne d and m ade hopeless and b r ut ­ 
alized by a heavy w eight of taxation. 
It is not alone t h a t a heavy b urde n 
of ta xa tion takes from 
th e people so 
much money t h a t they r a n ill afford to 
spare. 
T h is is the lea» t p a r t of t h e 
evil, though, unfortunately, it i» so ob ­ 
vious t h a t most people can not see 
th e 
gr e a t e r e vil— t h a t t h e heavy, op p r e s ­ 
sive b urd e n of ta xa tion 
upon 
th e 
masses, 
t h e many s m a lle r 
prope rty 
owners, so discourages and d ish e a rte n» 
th e people t h a t th e effort to ga in a 
competence, to own some property, i- 
lessoned more and more until it s c a rc e ­ 
ly exists. 
W h y should th e masses of 
S pain or Italy try very h a rd to become 
t h e owners of property? 
It 
would 
be 
t >0 heavy a burden to pay th e taxes on 
th e little properties. 
T h us a people 
w eighed down by increasing t a xa t ion 
on small properties present» th e p h e ­ 
nomenon of lessened e xpe nd iture for 
th e comfort and education of t h e fa m ­ 
ily, 
because more of th e income is 
needed to pay taxes: 
with lessened 
home comforts and les» oned inte lli­ 
gence th e r e is a lowering of aspirations 
coupled with a decreased capa c ity to 
e arn while at th e -am e tim e t h e in­ 
creasing taxes yet furth e r d ecrease 
t h a t p a r t of th e dim inish ing income 
t h a t can be used for h om e comforts and 
education: th us the income diminishes, 
the tax burden increases, and th e as­ 
pirations and th e plane of living are 
lowered, and a tim e comes 
when th e 
property m ust be encum bered to pay 
the taxes on it: th e r e is less and less in­ 
come, m ore and more tax, and an in­ 
c reasing interest c h a r ge to meet, and 
all th e tim e increasing discontent and 
d iscouragem ent producing 
a lessening

Several were young women stu 
dents who had come from a distance to 
the metropolitan center at a g n at sacri­ 
fice on the j « art of home friends and 
could not go hack for the summer or 
expect more assistance. The knowledge 
of so much need which she couhl not 
relieve nearly prostrated 
the 
tender 
hearted woman, who felt that in finally 
taking one she left many bitterly disap­ 
pointed. The incident suggests the ques­ 
tion, Are we getting too many ambi­ 
tious, capable young women in tiie 
wage earning fi«* 1 <I? —New York Post.

very late in the evening, he comes to 
me and t« Us me very >e« *rotly that he 
wishes to have an exam illation for poison 
made. 
“ Now the odd part is that tho ugh 1 
have made a number o f such analyses I j 
have never found po iso n present m any) 
case.

pected her, and he gets o ut of my labo­ 
rato ry in the quickest and quieto s 
ner po ssible.

Two Missouri DecialoM. 
In Missouri two important decisions 
have been rendered during the past six 
months by tho supreme court of the 
state, one affirming the leg ality of Mrs. 
Wheeler’s « lection as county clerk of St. 
Glair county, the other denying Mrs. 
McSpadden’s competency to serve on 
a 
county board of education. 
In the first 
case the court ruled th**t under the law 
a clerk must be a “ citiz« m” and that a 
citizen may be either male or female. 
Consequently, in the absence of a special 
statute to the contrary, a woman is 
eligible in Missouri to an y county office. 
In fact, under this ruling, it is claimed 
that a woman might he a judge of the 
supreme court of the state. 
In Missouri, however, it is also de- 
cided that a woman cannot be a mem­ 
ber of the board of education. Mrs. Mo- 
Spadden was recently elected to that 
position in Piedmont, Wayne county. 
Proc< edings to oust her were begun, 
and th« * court hchl that she could not 
hold the office because the statutes pro­ 
vide that a school director must have 
th<* « jualificatious of a voter, be a male 
citiz* n, and h<* 21 years of ag<*. As Mrs. 
M« *5? padden lacked two of these « [ualiii- 
catious she is ousted from office. 
The artificial and irrational character 
of tin* legal obstacles which debar wom­ 
en from equal personal and political 
rights is strikingly shown by these two 
decisions made in the same state by 
the same court in tin* same year. 
All 
depends upon the arbitrary and possibly 
accidental phraseology 
of a statute. 
Thus in Missouri today a woman can­ 
not be an «-l**«*t**d member of a county 
board of education, yet she may sit up­ 
on th« * supreme bench and render a de­ 
cision on the qu« *stion of another wom­ 
an's competency to fill that or any other 
position. — Woman’s Journal.

Lean meat, it may surp rise many to 
learn, is much more watery than fat 
meat. 
This may be illustrated hv the 
start ment that very lean meat may con 
tain as much as 78 p er cent of water, 
while very fat p ork may contain only 
10 p er cent. 
The flesh of fish is more 
watery than ordinary butcher 
meat. 
Thus salmon contains five-eighths of its 
total weight of water, rod four-fifths 
and floundcrs six -sevt nths 
Among the foods which may In* cited 
as containing but a small p ercentage of 
water, and consequently as dry food, 
are flour and oatmeal, and sugar is a 
food entirely devoid of it. 
The animal 
body has often been ap tly lik ened to a 
machine, and, lik e all machines, it re­ 
quires fuel to k eep it work ing 
Now 
this fuel it o btains from the food which 
we eat, and in default of food tho ani­ 
mal tissue itself is drawn up on. 
Food, 
therefore, k eep s tin* animal body warm 
and yields the muscular energy necessary 
for the accomp lishment of the work 
which the body does, 
in this cap acity 
the three classes of food nutrients may 
all he concerned. 
The value of a food may be estimated 
in terms of the amount of heat it will 
give rise to. The most concentrated food 
fuel is fat. When fat is burned, it gives 
rise to twice as much heat as is given 
by the burning of either the albuminoids 
or the carbohydrates. Fatty foods, there­ 
fore, p ossess a much greater heating 
value than nonfatty foods.—Philadel­ 
p hia Times.

W e g ive below extracts from the re­ 
cently adopted democratic platform by 
a state convention in Ohio, and as 
they are repetitions of the arg uments 
of orators of the free silver branch of 
the party we make extended comments 
thereon. 
The platform says: 
“ Recog nizing that the money ques­ 
tion is paramount to all others at this 
time, 
we invite attention to the fact 
that the constitution names silver and 
gold tog ether as the money metals of 
the United States." 
This statement is inacurate and in­ 
tentionally 
misleading . 
T he 
only 
place in which the constitution “ names 
silver and gold tog ether" is where it 
declares that “ no state shall m a k e any­ 
thing but gold and silver coin a tender 
in payment of debts.” 
It does not say 
that silver and gold shall both be co in ­ 
ed in an unlimited manner or that 
either one or both shall be coined at 
all, but specifically g ives to cong ress 
the power to determine what the coin­ 
ag e of the United States shall be, both 
a- to the metals used 
and their rela­ 
tions, by saying in explicit terms in 
section *: 
“ The cong ress shall have 
power to coin money and reg ulate the 
the value thereof.” 
It does not “ name 
silver and gold tog ether" as the plat­ 
form says, but names gold and silver 
tog ether, pointedly g iving the prefer­ 
ence to gold by saying in section 10: 
“ No state shall make anything but 
gold 
and silver coin a payment for 
debts.” 
if anything is to be inferred 
as to the relation which intended that 
the two metals should bear it is clearly 
that gold was to bo 
preferred, since it 
is lir-t named in the only place where 
the metals are mentioned. 
If the 
framers of the platform wanted to be 
frank, 
why did 
they not follow the 
wording of the constitution in their 
statement and say 
“ gold 
and silver” 
instead of reversing it and saying “ sil­ 
ver and g old.” 
“ The first coinag e law parsed by 
cong ress under the constitution made 
the silver dollar the money 
unit and 
admitted gold to free coinag e at a ratio 
based upon the silver dollar unit.” 
The first coinag e law clearly made 
gold a standard b.v first naming all the 
gold coins which, it is said, should be 
of the value of a g iven number of units 
and 
« aid « that the unit should be “ of 
the value of a Spanish milled dollar as 
the same is now current, and to con­ 
tain I Hi g rains of standard silver.” 
If 
the advocates of silver insist that this 
act interpreted the meaning of 
the 
constitution and that this interpreta­ 
tion must be followed, why do they now 
insist upon a standard silver dollar with 
only 1124 g rains of silver instead of the 
45<> g cains which the act specifically 
names? 
By their own proposition they 
demand a violation of what they claim 
is a constitutional requirement. 
This 
act which they claim is an interpreta­ 
tion of the constitution on this question 
provides that “ every fifteen pounds' 
weig ht of pure silver shall be of equal 
value in all payments with one pound 
weig ht of pure g old.” 
If this is an in­ 
terpretation of the constitution why do 
these sticklers for its observance pro­ 
pose to violate it by saying that every 
sixteen pound:- weig ht of silver shall 
now be equal to one pound of gold? 
Would there not be equal authority for 
saying that every seventeen or eig ht­ 
een or twenty or thirty pounds’ weig ht 
of silver shall be equal to one pound 
weig ht of g old? 
By their own proposi­ 
tion to chang e the ratio they admit 
that neither the constitution nor the 
first act passed under it is binding as to 
the future relations of gold and silver 
as money. 
T he fact that this act spe- 
cifieally*said “ th atevery fifteen pounds’ 
weig ht of pure silver shall be of equal 
value with one pound 
weig ht of pure 
g old” indicates that gold was intended 
to be the measure of value, for had the 
framers of this act intended that silver 
should be the measure they would have 
said that one pound of gold should be 
equal in value to fifteen pounds of sil­ 
ver. 
Alexander Hamilton, who was 
one of ttie framers of the constitution 
and whose report to cong ress was the 
basis of this act, said of the alleg ed 
unit, the Spanish dollar, “ that species 
of coin has never had any settled or 
standard value 
* 
* 
* 
while gold 
has a fixed price by weig ht with an eye 
to its fineness. 
This g reater stability 
of the value of gold coins is an arg u­ 
ment of force for reg arding the money 
unit as having been hitherto virtually 
attached>to gold rather than silver.” 
If the framers of this platform insist 
that the first coinag e act passed under 
the constitution i- an exact interpreta­ 
tion of the meaning of that instrument, 
wh y have they and their party always 
insisted thut a protective tarill is a vi­ 
olation of the eon-titution when they 
k n o w « that the very first act passed tin* 
der that constitution declared t h a t the 
tariff duties which it levied were “ for 
the su p p o rt 
of g overnment an d p ro tec­ 
ts o n o f *mu n u fac tu res ?" 
♦ 
Ag ain th e ]platform b u ild ers say: 
“ We d eclare that th e act of 18 7 3 , d e ­ 
mo n etizin g silv er with o u t th e k n o wl­ 
ed g e an d ap p ro v al 
of th e A m e ric a n 
people,” etc 


hereby save d .” 
thus clearly stating 
that it did not demonetize any of the 
coins 
authorized 
prior to that date 
while every one of the 
four hundred 
and fifty million standard silver dollars 
coined since the passag e of that act is 
and 
has constantly been a full leg al 
tender, and none of them is or ha» been 
demonetized. 
T he act of 1873 was not passed “ with­ 
out the knowledg e and approval of the 
American people” a- the platform as­ 
serts. 
It was submitted to cong ress in 
April, 
1870, printed thirteen times, 
discussed at intervals until J anuary 1. 
In73 (nearly three years) the debates 
and discussions-filling 114 pag es of the 
Cong ressional Record, which was pub­ 
lished 
daily during the sessions in 
which it was discussed. 
The Ameri- 
c in 
people had ample opportunity to 
know all its provisions, and that there 
was no popular 
disapproval of it in 
shown by the fact that 112 of the m em ­ 
bers of the house which passed it were 
re-elected, many of them continuing to 
serve in cong ress to the ends of their 
lives, while several are still members 
of that 
body, 
notably, 
W illiam M. 
Stewart of Nevada, 
wh o w tu l fo r tfa h ill 
and who, in a speech delivered on J une 
12, 1*74, said: 
“ 1'he laboring rnan and the producer 
is entitled to have his product and his 
labor measured by the same standard 
of value that measures your national 
debt. 
You require from the laboring 
man gold to pay the interest on your 
national debit, which is 
rig ht, 
which 
can not be avoided if you mean to -ave 
national honor: but then g ive him the 
s am e *t money with 
which to pay that 
debt. 
The question will never be de­ 
cided 
until you determine the sing le 
question whether the laboring man is 
entitled to have a gold dollar if he 
earns it, or whether you are g oing to 
cheat 
him 
with 
something 
else." 
Stewart is now a leading free silver- 
ite. 
“ W e declare that the act of 1873 
* 
* 
• 
has resulted in the apprecia­ 
tion of g old.” 
It has not “ resulted in the apprecia­ 
tion of g old,” but g old has not appre­ 
ciated. 
Any article “ appreciates” in 
value only when there is an increased 
demand for it either because of the re­ 
duction in the quantity or an enlarged 
need for it in the current affairs of life. 
T he figures of the best staticians show 
that the gold coin of the world and the 
total 
money of the world have in­ 
creased much more rapidly than the 
population since Is73, hence the ab­ 
surdity of the claim that it has “ appre­ 
ciated” in value, as tlm amount of each 
individual in the world has g reatly in­ 
creased since the passag e of the act in 
question. 
The gold money of 
the 
world has more than doubled since 
1873, the silver money ha- nearly or 
quite trebled in that time and the pap­ 
er money has al-o increased larg ely, 
while the population of the world has 
increased only 25 per cent in the same 
perioc. 
It is thus evident that the 
total amount of money for each indi­ 
vidual in the world is much g reater 
than in 1*73 and that there can thus be 
no increased 
per capita demand for 
gold hence no “ appreciation in its val­ 
ue, while the fact that a larg e propor­ 
tion of the business of the world is now 
performed with checks, drafts 
and 
other forms of credit without the direct 
use of money further reduces the de­ 
mand upon g old. 
The mines of the 
world produce more gold today than 
they produced of g old and silver to­ 
g ether in 1*73. the silver production of 
today is nearly throe times what it was 
in 1873 and the amount of silver now 
annually coined is more than was pro­ 
duced from t he mines of the world in 
1873. 
The number of silver dollars 
coined in the United States in the fiscal 
year just ended 
was two and a half 
times as many as in the entire hi-tory 
of the mints prior to 1875 and the tota1 
number of full 
leg al tender dollars 
coined by our mints since 1873 is 5fi 
times as many as were coined in the 
entire history of the mint prior to the 
act of 1*73.
